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Claim 9 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as being indefinite for failing 
to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant regards as the 
invention. The terms "such as" and "fabricated by using" render the scope of the claim 
indefinite. Claim 9 to "various high frequency devices" is indefinite in that it is impossible to 
determine which types of devices are included in the claim. The recitation of exemplary devices 
does not positively recite or limit the scope of the claim. It is imclear what process steps fall 
within "fabricated by using," For purposes of examination, claim 9 is interpreted as drawn to 
high frequency devices comprising the composition of claim 1. 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or on 
sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

Claims 1 and 9 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by each of US 
Patent 5,767,030, CAPLUS 1998:395995, CAPLUS 1977:537379. 

The cited references are representative of a large body of art disclosing Zinc Titanates. 
Each of the references teach at least compositions of ZnTiOa. (x=0, y=0). 

Claims 2-8 are allowable over the prior art of record. The prior art of record fails to teach 
or suggest the specific calcination and firing temperatures of the process steps recited in claim 2- 
8 for making ZnTiOs dielectric ceramics.
